“We find,’* the Jury stated In the 
verdict, “the evidence submitted by 
the plaintiff entirely insufficient upon 
which to base a suit; that said evi­ 
dence wholly exonerates the defend­ 
ant and had the defendant, at tile 
conclusion of the plaintiff's evidence 
announced that he desired to intro­ 
duce no evidence and rested his case, 
our 
verdict 
would have been the 
same in that event as now' returned 
by us, In favor of the defendant.”

th an in 1912, and almost three-fifths 
our total exports. 
The balance of 
trade w ith Europe is strongly in fav­ 
or of th© F aired States and is In­ 
creasing, am ounting to $634,586,113 
in 1913 aa compared w ith $567,44 7,- 
890 in the preceding year.
